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Eciy poultry rniver wnnts his
chicks to kiow fast whether he plans
to get them on an enrly market or to
develop profitable layer. Early hatch-
ing Is 1 of the 1st steps In thin direc-
tion, but the next, which 1b of equal
Importance, Is proper feeding. Un-

doubtedly chickens will grow faster
when fed C times than when fed only
3 times dally, ny poultry specialists
of tho United States Department of
Agriculture, but It nhould bo borne In
mind that more harm enn be done to
the young chicks by over-feedi- than
by under-feedin- Young chickens
should be fed not more than barely
enuf to uatlsfy their appetites nnd to
keei them exercising, except at the
eenlng or Inst men!, when they should
be gien nil they enre to eat. Greater
r.ue mut be exercised not to overfeed
young hit kens that are confined than
thote that lime fiee range, ns leg
weakness likely to result.

'I he t'hleki First Meals
lnepoi fenced poultry raisers are

tempted to feed chicks Immediately
alter the nre hatched, but this
should not be done. No feed should be
glcn before the chicks are 3G or AS

hours old. During tho 1st week feed
them Male bread, plnhcad oatmeal,
rolled oate, hard-boile- d eggs, or John-nycak- e.

Crumbly, but not sloppy mash-
es, made b mixing with milk, nre con-

sidered valuable. During the 2nd
week add cracked wheat, finely crack-
ed corn nnd hulled oats to the chicks
ration. After the chicks nre 10 dajs
old a good growing mash, composed
of 2 parts by wilsht of bran, 2 parls
of middlings, 1 part corn meal, 1 part
low-gra- wheat flour or red dog mid-
dlings, ni.d 10 per cent of beef scrap,
may be placed In a hopper and left
before them nil the time. Tho mash
may be fed either wet or dry; If wet,
only enuf moisture (either milk or
water) should be added to make tho
feed crumbly. If this tnoistuiu Is not
used a hopper containing brnn should
be accessible to the chickens at nil
times. After tho chickens aro 2

months old they may bo fed 4 times
dally, with good results. When they
aro S months old 3 feedings a day
are enuf.

Vse HopjxT!. In Feeding Chicks
As soon as the chickens will cat the

whole wheat, cracked corn nnd other
grains usually In about S weeks the
Htnnll-slze- d chick feed can be elimi-
nated. In addition to the aboo feeds
sour milk, hkltn milk or buttermilk,
will hasten the chickens growth. The
growing chickens kept on a good
range may be given all their feed In
a hopper, mixing 2 parts by weight of
cracked corn, with 1 part of wheat,
or equal parts of cracked corn, wheat
nnd oats In 1 hopper and the dry
mah for chickens In another. The
beef scrap may bo left out of the dry
mash and fed In a separate hopper, no
that the chickens can eat all of this
feed they desire. If the beef scrap
is to be fed separately, It Is advisable
to wait until the chicks are 10 days
old, nltho some poultrymcn put the
beef scrap before tho young chickens
at the start without bad results.
Chickens confined to small yards
should always be supplied with green
feed, such as lettuce, spiouted oats, al-
falfa or clover, but the best place to
talse chickens successfully Is on n
good range where no extra green feed
Is required. Where the chickens are
kept In small bare yards, flno char-
coal, grit, and oyster shell should be
kept before them all of the time, and
cracked or ground bono may be fed.
The bone Is not necessary for chick-
ens that have a good range.

HOUSING GROWING CHICKS

Growing chicks should be provided
with a house that will give them a
place to stay In bad weather and at
night No particular style of house Is
recommended, but It should be built so
that It will proide ample ventilation,
dryness, sunlight, freedom from drafts
and be so arranged that It can be
cleaned easily and frequently. The
lumber from piano and dry goods
boxes can be used In building such a
house, and when covered with ordi-
nary roofing paper so as to keep out
the rain, will make desirable quarters.
It Is suggested that such houses be
built on the colony plan, so that they
can be moved from place to place, thus
proWdlng the chicks with fresh ground
to range over. Elevating such a house
6 Inches above the ground will help
to keep the floor dry by means of the
circulation of air, and auoh space will
alto provide shade for the chicks. In
placing the chicks In their growing
house for the 1st time. It Is best to
confine them for several days by
erecting a, temporary yard wherein
they can run for I or I days, until

' the,y lenrn where to return when tho
fence Is removed and they are allowed
their liberty. Curo should be tnken not
to crowd tho chicks by placing too
mnny In nny 1 house. When tho
chickens coer tho greater part of the
floor nt night. It Is an Indication that
they are too crowded. At such n time
they should be thinned out nnd plac-
ed In another house.

COMMERCIAL CRICK FEEDS

When one has only a few chickens.
It Is less trouble to purchase prepared
chick feeds, but win re n considerable
number nre reared, it Is sometimes
cheaper to buy the finely cracked
grains nnd mix them together. Some
chick feeds contain a large quantity
of grit and may contain grains of poor
quality, so that they should bo care
fully examined and guaranty as to
quality secured before purchase.

SYSTEMS OF FEEDING

There aro 2 systems In use for the
feeding of fowls, In 1 of which nil the
feed Is given dry nnd In the other of
which 1 or moro of the dally feeds
consists of a moistened mash. For
convenience they may be termed tho
"dry-fee- d' 'and the "mash" system,
nltho In tho dry-fee- d system a dry
mash is often fed. Dry feeding is
used by many where It Is not conveni-
ent to make and feed a moistened
mash. Tho greatest advantages to be
derived from tho dry svstcm arc tho
saving of labor nnd the lessened dan-
ger of bowel trouble resulting from
sloppy or soured mashes.
